America to Feed Germany

Of apecial Interest to farmers
throughout the United States is the
report recently releaged from the de-
partment of agricilture, regarding
the food situation In Germany, and
the statement that that country Is
axpecting to secure the greater part
if these supplies from the United
States:

Germany will nead a vast quantl-
ty of food from ahroad during tho
soming year and she hopes to get it
largely from Amerien, according to
reporta which come from our army
of occupation now on enemy terrl-
tory. It Is estimated that among the
supplies Germany will need durin,
the naxt year are three and a half
million tons of grain, one milllon
tone of ment, one million tons of fat
Experts figure that this food will
cost five billlon marks, The present
value of the mark s about eleven
and one-halt cents, which would b
something less than slx hundred il
lfon dollars.

A semi-officlal German review of
the food situation says:
